Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

3. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1 1/28/2006 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

4. Claim 2 is allowable. The restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action mailed 
on 7/18/2005, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims to the elected invention 
pursuant to MPEP § 821.04(a). The restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any 
claim that requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. Claims 3, 7, 9,1 1, 13, 15, 17, 19, 
21, 23, 25, 27, 29, 31, 33, 35,37, 39, and 41 directed to non-elected species are no longer 
withdrawn from consideration because the claim(s) requires all the limitations of an allowable 
claim.

Claims 3-43 are dependent on claim 2 and are therefore also 
allowed at least due to their dependency on allowed claim 2.
